At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
City Council the question of engag- 
ing a health officer who could give 
the proper time to the duties of 
that office came up and was dis- 
cussed. Councilman Hart was re- 
quested to submit a report on Oc- 
tober 15, detailing who he believes 
is needed, taking into account the 
financial ability of the city. 

City Attorney James T. O'Keefe 
was instructed to investigate the 
matter of cancelling the existing 
contract with former county health 
officer ,Dr. Harold Morrison, and 
if a 30-day notice is required it will 
be given. : 

Councilman Hart expressed the 
view that Menlo Park should spend 
more than $100 a year for the pres- 
ervation of health. “I am much in 
favor of employing a man who will 
be a real health officer,” he said. 

Councilman Henry Carroll gave 
notice that he will “tighten up a lit- 
tle’ on the traffic enforcement in 
the residential district. He stated 
that ‘many of our own people are 
paying no atention to arterials,” a 
situation that should be corrected. 
He also pointed out that precaut- 
ions should be taken to protect the 
lives of children going to and from 
school, 

He mentioned also three inter- 
sections where the vision of drivers 
was obstructed at intersections by 
hedges.
